Prof. Fischer, a German, has demon- 
strated by a series of painstaking and 
careful experiments that we should 
sleep with the feet slightly elevated, 
or the head a trifle lower than the 
the feet, as he puts, it, and this con- 
dition he advises bringing about by 
placing pillows under the feet and 
none under the head. 

‘The advantages claimed by Prof. 
Fischer resulting from this manner of 
lying are that the intellectual re- 
pose is much more profound than ob- 
tained by the present prevailing meth- 
od; also that amelioration of the ner- 
vous system is greater; that the ef- 
fect on the veins is better; and con- 
sequently the condition of the blood is 
improved, and weakness of the lungs 
is therefore largely overcome, 

If in trying the effect of this position 
for sleeping any unpleasant sensation 
18 experienced, the feet will be found 
to have been too high, and therefore 
they should be lowered little by little 
by using pillows of less thickness un- 
til the proper height is reached, which 


is readily determined by the more 
comfortable feeling the sleeper ex- 
periences,

It is fine in stalk and the sheep eat 
it ravenously when it is rnghtly cured. 
But it does not yield heavily and the 
aftermath does not amount to much 
for pasturing the lambs after they 
have been weaned, All things consid- 
ered, the common red clover, if proper- 
ly managed, meets the requirements of 
the flock-master as well as any of 
them. If it is cut early and cured so 
aS not to become hard and brittle it 
makes an excellent fodder for feeding 
in the winter either for fattening ani- 
mals or for breeding ewes, Well-cured 
clover hay will enable the feeder to 
make a profit from his feeding opera- 
tions when he could not do so by using 
straw and the common grains, There 
is no food so cheap for fattening pur- 
oses as fine and well-saved clover hay- 
n addition to the need of having cloy- 
er hay to feed, the aftermath or second 
crop may be used to good advantage 
for the lambs that are weaned. There 
is nothing that will give as good re- 
sults or may be relied upon with as 
great certainty for this purpose. F resh 
clover aftermath, though it must be 
fed carefully, cannot be surpassed, even 
by rape, for young lambs. 

Oats and peas are two other crops 
that sheep are especially fond of as a 
part of their winter ration. The oats 
cut early when the grain has just filled 
nicely and before the straw has turned 
in the least, make an excellent fodder.

It is a mistake 
to cut it for a sheep as the fodder gath- 
ers in the ‘wool about the head and 
causes the sheep much annoyance and 
very often some suffering, as the irri- 
tation of the pieces produce sores on 
the skin. ‘The best way to have both 
these crops for the winter feeding of 
the flock is to sow them togéther. The 
round intended for this crop should 
ave been Movebed last fall, but if 
that has not been done an early plough- 
ing should be given it and then just 


previous to seeding it should be disced |- 


and the peas sown and covered With 
the same. ‘The peas need to be cover- 
ed deeply. ‘Then the oats are sown 
just the same ns if they were the only 
crop that the ground had to carry. A 
gocd proportion is two bushels of the 
peas to one of oats. ‘There is, as a rule, 
just enough oats in such a proportion 
to hold the peas up and prevent them 
from Jodging and mildewing. Sheep 
are very fond of pea straw, and for 
fattening sheep there is not two other 
foods that aiNl surpass peas and corn. 
As a fodder pea straw ranks next to 
the best clover hay. 

Of thefarm grains that seem togive 
the best satisfaction for sheep fee: ing 
corn, oats and peas might be selected 
as the three best. For breeding stock 
there is no grain that is so satisfactory 
as oats, while for fattening sheep the 
corn and the peas aré among the best. 
For rams, ewe lambs and for the breed- 
ing ewes, oats are a safe and whole- 
some food to feed at any time, but 
when fattening is the object there are 
none of the farm grains that will sur- 
pass corn, especially when the questign 
of profit is the important one. The 
addition of peas to the grain mixture 
makes the ration more appetizing and 
the sheep or lambs make more rapid 
and greater gains on it. 4 

During the winter months the shee 
may be kept in much the best thrift 
by heaving some succulent food. There 
is no food that will surpass a good crop 
of turnips for this where they may be 
successfully grown. Where they can- 
not be grcwnh because of the inadapt- 
ability of the climate, silage may be 
made to take the place of the roots. 
The only objection to silage is due to 
the corn that it usually contains. This 
is likely to make the ewes too fat and 
result in the birth of large, flabby 
lambs. Mangels are an excellent food 
for sheep, especially towards spring 
after they have been stored long 
enough to permit them to ripen or 
sweeten, Many cases are reported of 
deaths occurring from feeding them to 
rams and it is a wise policy not to 
feed these roots. 


FEEDING vs. CHEMICAL VALUES. 

“Every once in a while some one is 
trying to convince feeders of the little 
feeding value there is in skim milk, 
comparing it to different food articles, 
as roots, corn, etc., writes Theo. Lewis 
in Hoard's Dairyman, ‘With all due 
respect to chemists, who have given us 
considerable light on many subjects 
and been a great help to the art of feed- 
ing, it seems to me that some of them 
forget that the pig gets out of skim 
milk what chemistry cannot, If they 
had served a term of years as practical 
pig feeders they would have found that 
nature’s food—milk, cannot be replaced 
or duplicated for health, thrift or 
growth, when used in combination 
with other food material, Any ¢6x- 
perienced feeder will bear me out in 
this, Its true value is owing to time 
and condition and how fed, and age 
of animals, and could not fairly “ 
computed with prices of pork. It ig 
well known that not any one kind of 
food will give satisfactory results for 
a full and healthy development, and 
since it is true to all experience that 
where milk enters in combination the 
results are invariably better; its value

Sir Leonard Tilley died at St. John, 
N. B., on Thursday morning last. ‘The 
cause of his death was an injury sus- 
tained to the foot some weeks ago. The 
wound was not thought serious at the 
time, but blood poisoning set in and his 
death followed. He was inthe 79th 
year of his age. The death of Sir Leon- 
ard Tilley recalls the fact that of all 
those who met at the Quebec Confer- 
ence of 1864 and who are popularly 
known as ‘the Fathers of Confedera- 
tion” only eight remain. They are Sir 
Charles Tupper and Hon. R. B. Dickey, 
Nova Scotia; Sir Oliver Mowat and the 
Hon. William Macdougall, Ontario;

Jand, ‘beautiful for Situation,”’ as the 
Psalmist said of Jerusalem, ‘‘the joy of 
the whole earth,’’ the birthplace of many

eternal snows of Mount Blanc, Were all 
tho classic mountains of Grecee—Olym- 
pus, Ossa and Polion—piled ono upon an 
othor they would be ns plgmies in the 
presence of tho smallest of the Sierras 
that buttress our western boundary. 

Wo have forests that tho avaricious oyo 
of tho lumborman has not yet seen, and 
wihch no reporter has yet described; and 
wo havo mineral resources, the value of 
which no assayist has yet been able to 
determine, Our agricultural wealth is 
only Imited by the demands of human- 
{ty for the staff of life, and our “‘har 
yosts of the deop,’’ as McGee called thom, 
by tho courage and industry of our flsh- 
ermen. So generous has our great pat- 
ronoss, Naturo, been that there is ttle 
or nothing which the human heart could 
dosiro that sho has not bestowed upon 
us. It remains for us to show that wo 
aro worthy of her bounty. 

And here one might reasonably ask: 
Has this vast estate of “forest, fleld and 
flood’’ passed to our hands simply that a 
geographer, in preparing a map of North 
America, might have a name for ovory

part of it, or does the possession of it 
call for any act on our part to make our 
title indefeasible? To exercise dominion 
over 4 great territory might bea very 
laudable ambition—an ambition by 
which, at one time or another, almost 
eyery nation of the world was moved. 
POPULATION WANTED. 

The average population of the Dominion 
is but 13¢ persons to a square mile. On- 
tario, with all its wealth and progress, 
has but 10 persons ‘to a square mile, 
while the United States has 21, the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland, 312, France 187, Germany 237, 
and Belgium 485. Tho average of the 
British Empire and all her colonies is 
83. If we attained the density of popula- 
tion now possessed by the United States, 
or even the lower average of Ontario of 
10 persons to the sqnare mile (and there 
is no reason why that should not be at- 
tained in the next century), the Domin- 
ion would contain over 80,000,000 of peo- 
ple. At tho opening of’ this century the 
population of the United States was only 
8,800,000; now it is 65,000,000. What 
the nineteanth century did for the United 
States we fondly hope the twentieth con- 
tury may do for Canada. 

But whatever may be our regret with 
respect to the tardy settlement of the 
country, when we come to consider what 
we have accomplished towards its com- 
mercial development, we cannot charge 
ourselves with want of enterprise. Wo 
haye expended for the improvement of 
inland navigation and the construction 
of canals the sum of 361,151,830, thus 
enabling ocean-going vessels to reach the 
very heart of tho continent—a distance 
of 2,884 miles from the seaboard. We 
have a merchant marine consisting of 
7,010 vessels, with a tonnage of 
1,054,214 tons. This gives us the fifth 
place commercially among the nations 
of the world—Grent Britain, the United 
States, Sweden and Norway and tho Ger- 
man Empire being in adyance of us, 
while France, Italy, Russia and Spain 
are our inferlors, 

Wo hare inyested $872,156,476 in tho 
construction of 15,320 miles of railway, 
or more, according to our population, 
than the United States or the wealthiest 
nation of Europe, Our cities are all sup- 
plied with abundant facilities for rapid 
transit, and by means of our postal ana 
telegraph system the remotest part of tho 
Dominion has easy and quick communi- 
cation with the great commercial centers, 

We drill annually for the defence of 
the country 45,000 of the bravest of our 
sons, We haye erected 10,480 churches as 
4 counterpoise in which upon every 


Lord’s Day is proclaimed the Gospel of 
peace, 

We have built 16,154 public schools, 14 
universities, 41 colleges, and over 800 
high schools, and expend annually about 
$12,000, 000 to Prepare 1,000,000 boys and 
girls for future oltizenship. We endeayor

What if wo haye not yet subdued all our 
Wasto land and peopled every acre of our 
MMimitable prairies? What if we have not 
dolved into every billatde for the mineral 
treasures which it contains, who but 
tho very pessimist in the faco of these faots 
would despair as to the futuro? Even 
had we the golden touch of Midas what 
more could we have done? By tho strong 
hand of tho hardy plonoor grent forests 
have been turned into wheat-flolds and 
gardens. By tho enterprise of the capital- 


tst, steamships and railways carry our 
produce to the ends of the earth. Where 
the Indian shaped his arrow-head in 
a rude wigwam sixty years ago, 
cities ‘compactly built together’? with 


teeming thousands are now to be found. 
Tho refining influences of religion, 
education and journalism pervado every 


home, and the sweet privilege of sitting 
under his own vine and fig-tree, nono 
daring to make him afraid, is within 


the reach of every citizen. 
CANADA'S FUTURE. 

But it may be said, although Canada 
possesses half a continent of hor own, 
though eho has the most ample facilities 
for tho transportation of her commerco 
by land and by water, though she has 
banking capital fully adequate for all 
business purposes, though she has latent 
resources which the necessities of centur- 
ies to come are not likely to exhaust, yet 
her futuro is o matter of the greatest 
doubt and uncertainty. I repudiate this 
timorous suggestion. I, for one, have no 
fear as to the future of Canada, and IL 
shall tell you why. Canndlans represent 
& generous admixture of the most pro- 
gressive and energetic races on the globe. 
For instanco about 380 per cent., or 
1,400,000 of our population, are of French 
origin, whose frugality, industry. and 
morality have been accredited by the 
experience of oyer three centuries; 60 
per cent., or about 2,800,000 are of good 
old British stock, of whom about 1,100, - 
000 are of Irish descent, 950,000 of Eng- 
lish descent, 740,000 of Scotch descent, 
and 10,000 Welsh. We haye, in addition, 
800,000, or about 7 per cent., of a Ger- 
man population. Tho remaining 8 per 
cent., for my argument. need not be con- 
sidered, 

But, you will say, this variety of race 
is our weakness. If we are to succeed we 
must be homogeneous. I answer not so as 
{ read history. Where among the other 
nations of Europe will you find a greater 
variety of racial types than you will find 
in Great Britain?’—so great that very few 
of us can tell whether the Saxon, the 
Norman, the Danish or the Celtic strain 
predominates in his own case. And yet 
who will dare question tho virility of the 
British race or their title to the sover- 
eignty of the world? On this continent, 
too, the most powerful nation is also tho 
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most varied rocially, but, in spite of it 
all, the dominant force of the American 
Republic is the good old British stock, 
begotten of Puritanism and Anglo-Saxon 
independence—the same stock that fought 
the battles of the Revolution and laid 
the foundations of the Republic a little 
more than a century ago. 

I “ke the Saxon word ‘‘brede,’’ which 
means to grow—to develop. Giyena good 
stock, trained through generations in 
the habit of self-government, hardened, 
it may be, by centurles of struggle for 
existence, conscious of its ability to grap- 
ple with and overcome difficulties, self- 
reliant enough to assert its rights, and 
courageous enough to defond them if as- 
sailed, and you need no other guarantee 
as to the future of a nation. That is our 
position in Canada, and no nation has 
been and no nation can be ao failure 
where its ruling forces are composed of 
such stalwart elements. The ractal forces 
which govern Canada goyern the whole 
world, They control its commerce, com- 
pose its armies and its navics, legislate 
for its millions in popular assemblies of 
varied kinds, and there is nono to ques- 
tion their behests or challenge their su- 
Promacy. And are we to suppose that, 
haying domonstrated their power by con: 
turles of achievement, having founded 
and colonized the empires, they would 
drop from their nerveless grasp the scop- 
ter of conquest when they touch our 
shores, and content themselves with o 
future of idleness and obscurity? Nay, 
verily. Then what havo we to fear? 

T hayo confidence in the future of Can- 
ada because our constitution is so elastic 
as to permit tho fullest oxpression of the 
popular will, It is a happy combination 
of the diffusion of power and contral 
control. As an instance of diffusion, we 
have in Ontario alone about 6,000 limited 
monarchios in the form of school boards; 
we haye 900 Mmited monarchies in the 
form of municipal corporations; we hayo 
45 Umited monarchies in the form of 
County Councils; we have 7 limited 
monarchies 1n the form of Proyinolal 
Governments; we haye 1 limited mon- 
archy, which wo fondly call tho Domin- 
fon of Canada; and over all presides Her 
Majesty—the embodiment of tho best 
limited monarchy which tho world ever 
possossod. This constitution, with its 
multiplex adaptations, {s our own cren- 
tion. On the one hand, {t represents tho 
idea of local control to the verge of #o- 
clalism; on the other hand, that concen- 
tration of power ossontial to tho solidar- 
ity of national intcrosts. 

Asa Canadian I want that constitu. 
tion, modified as the growing wants of 
the country may require, to bo for us an 
abiding hope—a sure and steadfast an- 
chor. I know of no privilege compatible 
with public morality which it does not 
permit me to enjoy. I know of no as- 
Pirations for the future of tho country 
which it compels mo to restrain, and I 
want my childrens and my childron's 
children to chorish it as they would cher- 


ish tho precious memories of thoir child- 

hood and the hallowed associations of 

their home,

“When she was but a fow years old, 
her name being Mary Sawyer, among 
tho lambs born on her father’s farm one 
night was one which was such a weak- 
ling that Farmer Sawyer said that it 
could not possibly live.

The Deadlness of Fatigue Polson. 


Maggiori and Mosso haye recently 
made some experiments as to the nature 
of tho poison engendered by fatigue, 
which are replote with interest. Those 
inyestigations, together with Wedensky 
and others, find that if the blood of a fa- 
tigued animal be injected into another 
animal that is fresh and unfatigued, all 
tho phenomena of fatigue will be pro- 
duced. A chemical analysis shows that 
this poison is similar to tho yegotable 
poison curare into which somo tribes of 
Indians still dip their arrows. This poison 
when injected into the blood causes tho 
yiotim to die in terrible torture. Tho 
polson produced by fatigue has many 
points in common with it, and is as 
truly o deadly polson. In cases where it 
is created more rapidly than it can be 
carried off by the blood, the effect on the 
whole organism is demoralizing, and 
possibly to a dangerous extent..

STRAIN ON IRON BRIDGES. 

A train always exerts greater strain 
m an iron bridge when going quickly 
than when going slowly; but the dif- 
ference in the strain depends on the 
tructures of the bridge, and is much 
in some cases than in others.

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FED ON A FROZEN MAMMOTH. 


An Arctic Misstonary Saved From Starva« 
tion by Meat of the Pleistocene Ages 

A private letter received from a mis- 
sion station at the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie River, within the Arctic circle, 
gives an account of the narrow escape 
of a missionary and party of Eskimos 
from death by starvation. The letter 
‘says that the missionary, with half a 
dozen BWskimo attendants, started for 
a distant village of Eskimos’ to hold ; 
services. Mackenzie Bay being open, | 
they went by boat. To keep clear of 
drift ice, they followed the shore }ine | 
as closely as possible. 

On the third day out a heavy wind 
sprang up, and they were compelled to | 
land. The next morning they found 
themselves prisoners, pack ice having 
been driven inshore by wind and cur- 
rents. A hard frost occurred, and was 
followed by intermittent gales and 
snow storms, continuing for a fort- 
night, during which time the party 
was unable to travel and the proyisions 
ran out. For three days they were 
without food, and they were face to 
face with starvation. ‘Then the mis- 
sionary urged the Esquimos to go out 
and see if they could not find a stray 
ptarmigan or a sea fowl. 

About two miles from the camp one | 
of the Eskimos discovered two Jong! 
bones protruding from the frozen earth. 
He called a companion and the latter 
recognized the bones at once as 

IVORY TUSKS, 
and decided to secure them. The two 
men went at work with their axes 
and chopped away the ground, and, 
much to their amazement, svon began 
cutting out frozen flesh, perfectly pre 
served. They secured a quantity of 
this and hastened back io camp, where 
they told their story and displayed their 
find. The missionary, who was some- 
thing of an archaeologist, concluded 
that the animal from which the flesh 
came was a prehistoric mammoth, and 
he knew, too, from his reading, that 
the flesh was good to eat, and the whole 
party that afternoon rejoiced their | 
famished stomachs, and lived on the 
flesh for three weeks, when they were 
able to proceed on their journey. The | 
issionary secured the tusks, which 
ure eight feet in length. He made 
amination of the place where the 
care is embedded, and thinks ‘that 
the body of the animal is not complete. | 
It is lying on its back, and the hind 


portion and legs seem, to bave been 
broken off. He intends to make fur- 
ther investigations during the  sum- 


mer. ‘The ground in the region is per- 
petually frozen. . ‘Lhe missionary con- 
siders that the discovery of the mam- 
moth was a miraculous act of Provid- 
ence to save himself and the members 
of his Pi from starvation, ‘They 
had sufficient oil with them to thaw 
the flesh and make it palatable. 

Bones of mammoths have before 
been found in the region east of the 
mountains, but this is the first time 
on record that a carcass with flesh on 
it has been discovered. In point of 
time the mammoth belongs exclusive- 
ly to the posttertiary, or istocene, 
epoch of geologists.

A CITY IN THE SK 
Oswego People Get a View of Kingston 
Upside Bown—A Beautiful 
Over Lake @ntarlo, 

A despatch from Oswego says:—Just 
before the sun sank to rest in 
blue waters of Lake Ontario, on Thurs- 
day night persons along the Jake front 
and from the lower bridge witnessed 
one of the most beautiful and rarest 
phenomena witnessed in this climate— 
a mirage. It was first discovered short- 
ly after 7 o'clock, The Duck and Gal- 
loup Islands, the entrance to Kings- 
ton harbor, the masts of vessels, and 
what appeared to be buildings like for- 
tifications hung suspended in the 
sky. 
It was a remarkable picture and was 
witnessed for more than half an hour 
by hundreds of people, and then gradu- 
ally faded away. Records of such 
phenomena are not kept, and data re- 
garding tbem on Lake Ontario are not 
to be bad. That of Thursday evening, 
however, is said to have been the clear- 
est and most distinct seen in many 
years from Oswego. A mirage on the 
lake is not infrequent in midsummer, 
but is rarely seen at this season of the 
year. When first it was seen on Thurs- 
day evening, it is said by some who 
were on the old pier that the reflection 
of the sunlight upon what appeared to 
be church spires could be plainly seen,

NO HOPE ENTERTAINED. 

_At midnight, after looking over t he 
situation carefully, the rescuing part 
decided that the best thing to do was 
to drive a gangway through the coal 
from the Clear Spring colliery adjoin- 
ing into the Twin Shaft, when it is 
expected it will be possible to locate the 
entombed men. The work was at once 
begun, and is being pushed with all 
the speed possible, Four shifts of men, 

>h comprising five experienced min- 
ers and laborers, are employed in this 
task, which is expected to consume at 
least three or four days. In the mean- 
time the work will be pushed by the 
rescuers in the fatal shaft also. It is 
now the opinion of the most able miners 
that it will take several days to find 
the entombed men. 

At 12.30 a. m. a gang of men be- 
longing to the rescuing party, who 
went in at 6 o’clock, came to the sur- 
face and reported that they were mak- 
ing headway, though it was slow work. 
The roof continues to settle, and dan- 
ger is imminent. They are within 800 
feet of the cave-in. Gas appears to be 
accumulating, which makes the labor 
difficult, and delays the work toa great 
extent. No hopes are now entertained 
for the safety of any of the men. 


NEW BICYCLE DEVICKS. 


Ingenious Locks, Auxillary Seat and Par-

Many devices have been adopted 
which utilize the bicycle for advertis- 
ing purposes.

BY AN UNKNOWN ENGINEBR. 


Mighty Trunks of Redwood Troos Support 
California's Unique Bridge. 

Ono of tho most remarkable wooden 
bridges evor bullt in California, if not in 
tho United States, ia still standing in a 
fair stato of pregoryation. It crowaex Cer- 
ritos creek on the stage road between 
San Mateo and Porcadero, a few milos 
north of San Gregorio. 

The most striking thing about tho ap- 
poaranco of this bridge is its cnormous 
height. Tho center span crosses tho crock 
ninety foot aboye the water. 

It is not known who the engineers 
wore that built the bridgo, nor just what 
facilities they had for doing the work. 
Tho structuro was putup about 1858 and 
has remained in constant use over since, 
It is true tho stages do not cross it now, 
but foot passengers and smaller yehioles 
uso it regularly. The only effoct of its 
long years of servico Is a slight swag ot 
the northern end, 

Tho bridge ts really builtof the trunks 
of redwood trees that were hauled from 
the forosts about fifteen miles oway. 
How they were placed in position 1s 
something past finding out, as there is 
nobody living in the locality that re- 
members when the bridge was put up. 
And, indeed, 1 looks as if the job would 
puzzle on engineer of today, even 
though he were given tho use of all mod- 
ern appliances, which the others did not 
haye. 

In all there are seventy upright sup- 
ports in the bridge and they must haye 
been stood on ond entirely by tho use of 
ropes, pulleys ond muscles, Those in 
the center of the bridge are the highest 
and the others get shorter and shorter as 
they olimb the bank on either side. Very 
few braces are used, so that the bridge 
presents the appearance of a series of 
straight poles reaching across the ra- 
vine. The country in this yicinity is 


picturesque and wild and the bridge does

not look the least bit out of place, 
fact, 1t rather blends into tho landscape.

Cattle 
thrive best where a full bite can be 
had at all times. Cattle do very well 
on clover. Sheep do not do so well on 
clover as they do on bluegrass. Cattle 
will hoove on clover and so will sheep, 
and there is greater danger with sheep 
than with cattle. So there is only 
one condition in which cattle and 
sheep should be pastured together, and 
that is when they have plenty of pas- 
ture. There is not so much danger of 
the cattle starving the sheep out as 
there is in the sheep starving the cat- 
tle out. There have been many bloody 
battles between sheep and cattle own- 
ers on the plains where sheep have pas- 
tured over the short and scanty pas- 
tures, utterly starving out herds of 
cattle. On the tame grasses this is not

Sheep are supposed to be poison to pas- 
ture, but this is not the case.

Yhe night was impenetrably dark and 
cold, and suddenly the ship became 
veiled in a thick fog, such fogs that 
are peculiar alone to these regions. She 
| Was run “dead slow,” but suddenly her 
prow was felt to touch the hard ice 
formation of the floe, and soon she 
came toa stop. The engines were rung 
speed astern and the wheel put 
hard over, but the ship could not be 
moved, and fearing damage to the pro- 


peller, Capt. Cassap decided to let her 
lie stopped until daylight. The fog 
lifted as the sun rose, and then the 
crew realized for the first time their 


dangerous position. Environed by heavy 
floe ice, which vy tuickly interspersed 
With towering icebergs, it was dif- 
ficult to know just what to do. Should 
the propeller be broken, the ship could 
never have been freed, and would have 
remained fast and her crew left to 
starve. From aloft nothing but ice 
was visible. 

As noon approached the position be- 
came more serious and the crew were 
now thoroughly alarmed. Should any 
of the towering bergs that surrounded 
the steamer crash into them, the ves- 
sel would have been rendered a help- 
less wreck. At 11.39 a. m. on the next 
da Capt. Cassap had the engines re- 
versed tull speed and backed the ship 
east thirty miles, reaching a spot where 
the ice became less compact. He then 
altered the vessel's course due south, 
and steamed away in that direction 
fifty .miles before the ice obstruction 
was got clear of. 

Capt. Cassap and his officers say they 
never before saw the north Atlantic so 
obstructed with ice. In the regions of 
latitude 49 and longitude 47the whole 
sea is a mass of floating ice which is 
rapidly finding its way to the south- 
ward, It is almost an impossibility to 
reach any of the Newfoundland ports, 
and it is expected that the Greenland 
vessels, some of which are now due 
here with cryolite, will find great dif- 
ficulty in getting in and out of Ivig- 
tut, their loading port, on acount of the 
obstruction. Nothing can be heard of. 
them until their arrival off the Capes, 
as no communication can be had with 
Ivigtut. 

The Nutfield’s bows are badly 
scratched from contact with the: ice, 
but ee Cassap, and his crew consider 
themselves very fortunate to have 
reached here in safety.

ELECTRIC STREET CLEANER. 


How Strects of Large Citles Will Be 
Cleaned in the Future, 

An electric self-loading car has been 
patented, which bids fair to work a 
revolution in the method of cleaning 
the streets of large cities, It runs sev- 
en miles an hour, cleaning the whole 
street except a narrow strip at the 
side, from which the dirt is swept to- 
ward the tracks by the usual horse 
brooms, and it not only sweeps up the 
dust, but conveys it outside the city, 
thus saying the labor of hundreds of 
men and horses. The car is 22 feet 
long, and is fitted with the usual trol- 
ley equipment, although the brakes, 
motors, etc., are all placed above the 
Wheels and axles, so as not to impede 
the action of the brush. The operat- 
ing platform on which the bands stand 
while directing the movements of the 
car and broom is so placed as to pro- 
tect them from the dust thrown b 
the revolving brush. ‘bis brush,which 
makes five revolutions to each one of 
the car wheels, works much on the 
principle of w carpet sweeper. It is cap- 
able of throwing the dust a distance 
of 25 feet, and will pick up thirty-eight 
car loads without stopping. The broom 
acts as well one way as another, steel 
deflettors being so arranged’ that it 
can! be run’ backward without any 
change of machinery. The action! may 
be reversed instantly, so as’ to throw 
the dust one way or the other as may 
be desired: ‘The broom may be exteritl- 
ed so as to cover the whole’ street if

RANCID BUTTER RESTORED. 


An Anciont Articolo Made Quite as Good as 
New. 

Dr, Jean Coumelgt, in collaboration 
with Mr. E, A. Guiter, says they havo 
just discovered a process by which they 
can convert rancid butter into butter of 
the freshest kind. ‘‘Eyerybody knows,’’ 
he said, ‘that butter is composéd of o 
mixture of fat, oleine, margarine, stear- 
ine, palmitine, butyrene and tho fatty 
acids known as capric, caporic, butyric, 
in variable proportions, which give the 
color, odor and taste of butter, 

“Tho cause of the rancidity of butter 
is the action of the oxygen of the alr, 
which sets the fatty acids at liberty. I 
need not go into this pecullar chemical 
change. Since the discoveries of Pasteur 
on the subject of fermentation everybody 
knows that it is mlorobes which fix the 
oxygou of the alr on the alcohols and 
caseine matters of butter to transform

Most of tho aniinuis 
that suck when drinking aro herbivorous 
and haye large stomachs, or more than 
one, with a puunch or receptacle for un- 
chewed food, and with thei digestion ts 
a slow process and there is little, if any, 
danger of oyor-distension, although such 
4 thing is not unknown with some do- 
mestic herbivorous animals. Digestion 
is a much more rapid process with the

Mr, Guiter 
and I set ourselves the task of finding a 
means to nenptralize the buthyrilamines 
and fatty acids which cause the rancidity, 
and our efforts haye met with a com- 
plete success. After having melted the 
butter and having neutralized it with an 
appropriate base, it is submitted to sey- 
eral washings, after which it presently 
becomes as sweet and clean as when it 
first left the dairy. 

“You would ask me, ‘does Jt lose any 
of its original properties by this opera- 
tion?’ I answer, No. On the contrary, by 
our process we can tell immediately 
whether butter is natural or artificial. 
And the loss incurred is so insignificant 
as to be almost imperceptible.

Yet even the young housewife who 
has not hud the advantages of _ early 
training, may accomplish much if she 
will set to work earnestly to study her 
husband, the requirements of the home, 
the economy of the purse.

EGGS AND MUTTON 
Miss Maria Parloa, in her series of 


practical talks on ‘‘Domestic Economy,’ 
in Boston, told of the proper method 
of cooking two of the most important 
of our albuminous foods—eggs and 
mutton—which are so frequently en- 
countered improperly cooked. Both 
these foods, she said, are hard to digest 
if improperly cooked, but by  main- 
taining a heat just below the boiling 
point, they are easily digested and full 
of nutriment, and this is where t he 
cook’s art comes in. The market val- 
ue is no indication of nutritive quali- 
ties. : 


It isa simple fact that the amount 


of water affects the cooking of eggs. 
Half a pint is necessary for one, and 
while every extra one does uot require 
that much in addition, there should be 
plenty of water. Having it boiling, 
put in the eggs, take the pan from the 
fire, cover and wrap closely, or set on 
the back of the range for ten minutes, 
when the albumen will be cooked even- 
ly, whereas if it bad been boiled three 
minutes it would have been soft with- 
in, tough without and very indigest- 
ible. “So,” said Miss Parloa, ‘you see 
that the right way to ‘boil’ an egg is 
not to boil it at all! This principle,” 
she went on to say, “applies to soups 
that require a regular, low tempera- 
ture and also quick cooling in a tresh 
current of air.” 


Mutton was next considered, and Miss 


Parloa showed how the ‘mutton’ flay- 
or that comes from the wool and which 
is so unpalatable to many people can 
be removed with the thin skin covering. 
This meat should never be fried. Suc- 
cessful broiling and roasting — require 
much the same treatment; high heat 
at first to sear the outside and retain 
the juices, then less heat. For roasting, 
place the meat on a rack to prevent 


burning. Sprinkle with salt and pep- 


per, and, by holding the box almost per- 
pendicularly, dredge lightly with flour. 


This will make a light, frothy crust. 
Dredge the bottom of the pan also, and 
when this is dark brown, pour in. a 
little boiling water. Every fifteen min- 
utes take the pan out of the oven, baste 
thoroughly, dredge again lightly and 
add a little more boiling water. After 
the first half-hour reduce the heat, 
This process will produce juicy and per- 
fectly digestible meat.

Whe man who is lucky enough to dis- 
cover the North Pole may well feel 
somewhat discouraged if he finds a lot 
of people living there.

Christ conse- 
crated the outward signs, and we need not 
say one word against them. There are 
lovely objective forms in the ritual of the 
church, but there should be as well the 
subjective form of worship—the giving up 
of the heart, showing the beauty of holi- 
ness in the outward life of the individual.

Death of Mrs. Youmans. 


Mrs. Letitia Creighton Youmans, 
Hon. President of the W. C. 'T. U., and 
Janada’s most prominent lady temper- 
ance worker, died on Saturday at her 
residence, Toronto. Mrs. Youmans had 
almost reached the allotted span of life, 
having been born Jan. § 7, and be- 
ing consequently in her 70th year. 

The little village of Baltimore, some 
few miles north of Cobourg, in the coun- 
ty of Northumberland, has the honor of 
being her birthplace. She was of mix- 
ed parentage, her father being of Irish 
and her mother an American of French 
extraction. H ther, John Creighton, 
was one of the early pioneers of this 
count Letitia began her school life 
at the early age of 4, being sent to an 
old log schoolhouse under the tuition of 
a Yankee schoolmaster. Here she learn- 
ed those temperance principles which 
she has ever since adyocated and signed 
the pledge. At great personal sacrifice 
her father removed her to a ladies’ 
school opened in Cobourg, by Prof. Van 
Norman. At the age of 20 she credit- 
ably graduated, and began teaching in 
her own school section. Here, as at 
Picton Ladies’ Academy, where she 
afterwards taught, she strove in every 
way to inculcate those principles to 
which she devoted her long and useful 
life. She married in 1850 Thos. You- 
mans, an ardent supporter in her work. 

In 1874 she first became interested in 
concerted temperance action, assisting 
in the organization of the W. C.'T. U. 
in the United States. Returning, she 
began her work in this country by 
petitioning the Picton Town Council 
against the issuing of shop licenses. 
She addressed the Council Board, but 
the petition was thrown out. Undis- 
mayed, she continued the work, address- 
ing large audiences at Montreal, Co- 
bourg, Port Hope and in.Toronto,where 
she came to live. Here she spoke under 
the auspices of the Temperance Refor- 
mation Society, in churches, public 
halls, at the Central Prison and at the 
Haven. She also addressed large meet- 
ings at Cincinnati and assisted to form 
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The Crops.

| MAKING CEMENT BARN FLOORS. 
There is no dif! culty in making a 
; Sood cement floor if a man is careful 
and if lw has good material and will 
follow directions carefully. I may re- 
peat some things I said in an article 
which has been mislaid, and until I} 
| received a letter to-day from the editor 
I was under the impression I bad sent 
the second article on this subject. To 
begin, only Portland cement should be 
used for stable floors or outside walks. 
So ne people have been successful in 
making good floors with the cheap 
erades of cement, but many have failed, 
and the difference in cost is not what 
ene who think who knows only that 
common cement costs §1 to $1.25 per 
barrel, and Portland cement $3 to $4 
per barrel. Those experienced in work- 
| ‘ne with cement know that with the 
grades only two or three parts of gra- 
vel or broken stone can Le used to one 
of coment for the concrete foundation, 
and one of sand to one of cement for 
the finishing coat, or liquid stone as 
it is called, while with Portland cement 
from eighi to twelve barrels of gravel, 
stone and sand can be used to one of 
cement in making the concrete, and two 
of sand to one of cement in making 
the liquid stone, writes Waldo I’. Brown. 
Another poiat in favor of using Port- 
land cement is that you can put your 
horses on the floor in ten days, while 
those who recommend the cheap kinds 
of cement say: ‘Do not put your horses 
on it for three months.” 

The best material to mix with the 
cement is coarse, sharp sand and finely 
crushed stone; and with these materials 
ten parts of stone can be used to one 


of cement in the lower four inches, and 
four parts of sand to one of cement in 
the upper four inches. I have been 
laying more or less cement cach year 
for the past eigbt years, and all my 
floors have given perfect satisfaction.

THIRTY-ONE KILLED, 


An Awful Accident on the Chicago North- 
Western Ratlroad at Logan, lowa— De- 
falls of Fatality, 

An appalling accident to an excursion 
train occurred early on Saturday even- 
ing at Logan, Iowa, 35 miles east of 
Omaha, on the line of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad, in which 81 
persons, living in Omaha,Council Bluffs, 
Missouri Valley and intervening points, 
were killed and 40 injured. The train 
consisted of fifteen coaches, loaded down 
With members of the Union Pacific 
Pioneer Association of Omaha and their 
families and friends. The excursion 
party left Omaha early in the day, pick- 
ing up recruits at Council Bluffs, Mis- 
souri Valley, and Woodbine, Ia. Its 
destination was Logan, Iowa.

It is then the bait iscast 
overboard. The bait is generally cod- 
fish roe, mostly from Norway, salted 
down in barrels for transportation, but 
soaked in water to make it heavy. It 
is cast overboard by the barrel—35,000 
tons of Norway roe are used in a season. 
Countless schools of sardines are at- 
tracted by it. 
fishermen use all gil! nets from thirty 
to forty- vards long and from nine 
to twelve yards deep. The bottoms are 
not leaded or otherwise weighted, and 
they are cast out so chat the sardines, 
in their rushes too and fro for the bait 
fetch up in the nets and are drowned. 
When a net gets heavy it is pulled in, 
the fish are taken out and are cast into 
the hold. Up ee the saii, and away 
the boat starts for the shore, where the 
fish are cured. . 

There was a time when 12,000 or even

tomed to tend and amuse the little ones, 


is left behind. Or perhaps there has been 
good old seryant whom the baby loves, 
but who cannot be takon because of the 
cost, or because sho must stay with the 
house, We may pretend what we please, 
bat many a baby is a perfect yixen away 
from home, when it is just simply home- 
sick, like grown-ups, and does not know 
how to tell it. It would be much happier 
at home with Phyllis or the big sister. 
Of course, if the necessity is strong 
enough to require the mother of a nurs- 
ing infant to go on a journey, she must 
take it; but she will certainly wish Job 
could come along, with his strong arms, 
his clumsy baby talk and the outlandish 
ditties for lullabies, 

No one who has not tried it can con- 
ceive of the restfulness of a day or a few 
days ‘‘off’’ to & woman’s whose every 
waking hour for months or years has 
been claimed by some demand of her 
home and family. She may not hays 
been conscious that the chains galled— 
all weights are not of iron—but she will 
be rejuvenated by resting from them, if 
only because sho feels so glad to get 
home after her visit. 

The loving mother is loth to part with 
her children for even a fortnight; but if 
she expects to derive much happiness and 
benefit from the trip she had better leaye 
them. Her yisit will give greater satis- 
faotion to those who entertain her if she 
is free to enjoy the pleasures they pro- 
vide for her. She should not embitter her 
days with neodless worry about home 
affairs. The worrying woman is worse 
company than a nest of hostile bumble- 
beos. 

A short, pleasant outing is worth o 
dozen trammeled with homesick babies.

It was 
clearly a case of military chess, with 
check in a yery few moyes, and the 
Spaniard, seeing that the fates were 
against him, agreed to surrender. An 
hour after ringing off the telephone, the 
two officers were gravely saluting each 
other in the Plaza, and. the investment 
of the city was more like the celebration 
of a feast day than the incursion of a 
dreaded enemy. 


A Horseless Carriage. 

In fact, it is so thoroughly accepted 
that the horseless carriage has come to 
stay, that scores of manufacturers are 
already engaged in turning out these 
machines of many and yaried types.

We are often asked by our American |

Stratford-on-Avon, the natal town of 
Shakespeare, and it is surprising how 
few of us can answer that question in 
the affirmative. We are, I think, pro- 
perly rebuked for our willingness to fly 
to this or that seaside spot, and here or 
there where amusement is to be obtain- 
ed, but how rarely do we realize that 
pleasure and improvement can be com- 
bined in a visit to the charming mid- 
land town where Shakespeare was born. 
[ have for a long time past promised

day I was able to fulfil my promise. 
I daresay some of your readers have 
either hailed from or visited that 
locality ; if so, they will follow me the 
more readily if [ try to show what a 
few hours in that town did for me. We 
are told that Mohammedans go_ to 
Mecca to worship at the shrine of their 
great prophet; well, in something like 
a similar spirit, especially if you can 
translate devotion in theirs to affec- 
tion in me. I sallied forth from Lon- 
don by an excursion train one bright 
Spring morning.

FORTUNES IN LUMPS.

One of the biggest lumps of gold that 
ever was found in the world was the 
prize of a party of-diggers at Ballaarat, 
Australia. While working down their 
claim they had, in the course of their 
operations, come upon various little 
nuggets, which, if they did not lavish- 
ly repay them for their labors, at least 
kept their hearts beating high with 
hope. 

The claim was of an extent sufficient 
for the 24 persons who comprised the 
company, and they kept on in very 
good spirits until they had worked 
down to a depth of 180 feet, when, on 
June 11, 1858, the attention of all in 
the working was suddenly arrested and 
turned in the direction of an irregular- 
ly shaped mass, which was feverishly 
freed from its surroundings. 

When at length it was released the 
discoverers held their breath in amaze- 
ment, for it was found to be so heavy 
that it was difficult to move it. Visions 
of wealth ‘‘beyond the dream of avar- 
ice” rose before their eyes in the dim- 
ly lighted working where this symbol 
of their dream’s reality lay before 
them—a solid mass of almost pure gold, 
measuring about 1 foot 8 inches long 
by 12 inches broad and 7 inches deep. 
When subsequently scaled it weighed 
125 pounds avoiraupois, of which only 
10 pounds were ultimately found to 
Consist of foreign matter, leaving near- 
ly 1,600 cubic inches of solid gold all 
11 One piece, and capable of being mint- 
thing like 9,450 sovereigns.

time, it was sola there for $50,000 and 
transferred to Melbourne, where it was 
also exhibited, and, ere the 18th of 
March, 1899, again changed hands for 
the price of its gold, viz., $46,625. it 
came to London in November of the 
Same year, and was melted. 

Sometimes solid pieces have.been pick- 
ed up from the surface of the ground. 
or just covered by the moss, At Kin- 
ower; Victoria, one of a party of ob- 
servers lifted from the moss a 
which, when fieed from about 40 ounces 
of moss and quartz fragments, yielded 
188 ounces of solid gold; and within 
half an inch of the surface, at the same 
place, another big lump, weighing 236 
ounces, was discovered in 1861. 

Now and again the search for the 
Precious mineral has been varied by 
some odd accident. In 1861, at Bendi- 
go, an old deserted claim was reoccu- 
pied, and an earthen pillar, which had 
been left standing under the impres- 
sion that it was needed to keep the 
roof from falling in, was attacked by 
the new tenant under some happy in- 
spiration, and with, for result, the 
dislodgment of a nugget measuring 12 
inches in length, 6 in width, and from 
a 1-2 to 2 inches in thickness. his 
unlooked-for find was worth about $6,- 


Occasionally, also, in face of success, 
diggers have quite lost their heads in 
their feverish excitement to hurry off 
and realize their spoil. At Ballaarat a 
party of four started on a claim, and, 
after working to a depth of 60 feet, 
they suddenly came on a buge nugget. 
Without waiting to see whether any 
similar good things were lying about, 
they went straight to London, where 
they sold their prize for $27,500. Hard-

It starts the machinery 
that moves the wheels in the saucer. 
The greatest danger in rolling comes 
at this time. ‘The rolling must be be- 
gun in the slowest possible way. The 
danger is that there may be a lump 
in the mixture in the saucer that will 
raise one of the wheels as it turns 
around and then drop it suddenly in 
the saucer, causing a spark. If this 
comes, away goes your mill and mach- 
inery, and possibly the workman's life 
with them.

A bowl of soup to a hun- 
gry child. or to a beggar, a cupful when 
the mother herself is tired and has a 
hysterical lump in her throat, that is 
good sense. Whena French housekeep- 
er makes her clear bouillon, it is a mat- 
ter for rule, but into the everyday soup 
kettle goes every scrap of food in per- 
fect condition and unsweetened. A 
crust of bread, a slice of apple, a bit of 
cauliflower, a shred of cabbage, a piece 
of bacon, a couple of chicken wings, one 
followys the other, day in and day out, 
until by some unlucky chance it runs 
dry, or discretion suggests a new start. 
“Make coffee every morning, what an 
extravagance!” exclaims. a French 
housekeeper. and then she adds: “This 
is the way I do. Take two coffee-mills 
full of coffee, about six tablespoonfuls 
when ground; add a tablespoonful of 
chiccory and place in a hot coffee pot: 
r through it a quart of boiling wa- 
; when it is ail dripped through 
bottle it and keep it standing always 
on the cork. When any one wants cof- 
fee in the morning, heat the milk un- 
til it boils up; heat about one-fifth as 
much coffee scalding hot and mix in 
a hot cup.

The Saxons were mighty eaters and 
drinkers. The mead horn plays a 
great part in the very earliest litera- 
ture, and aiready in the sixth century 
the temperance movement definitely be- 
gan. Members of the Church of Eng- 
land Temperance Society will be glad 
to know that it began with the Church, 
but that unfortunately was because the 
Church required it, St. Gildas the 
Wise (A.D. 570), observing with pain 
that not only the nae but also the 
clergy, were scandalously given to hab- 
its of intoxication, issued some rules 
to his own monks, and ordained that 
if. any one, through drinking too 
freely, gets thick of speech, so that he 
cannot join in the psalmody, he is to 
be deprived of his supper.” This does 
not err on the side of severity, and the 
test is charmingly naive, but at any 
rate, the blame was laid on the culprit. 
St. David (A.D. 569), took a more mod- 
ern view, and punished the publican in 
addition, so to speak, His monks were 
also accustomed to go about and get 
drunk in a friendly way, so he ordained, 
among other rules, that “He that 
forces another to get drunk out of hos- 
pitality, must do nce as if he had 
got drunk himself However, things 
seem to have gone on very much the 
same until we come to King Edgar, 
who, at the instance of Dunstan, made 
the first attempt at sobriety by Act 
of Parliament—if the anachronism may 
be allowed—as near as may be 1,000 
years ago. He suppressed a great num-

We 
are too much ele oeee to hold on to 
inferior animals. If we are not certain 
that the animal should be got rid of, 
we should not give the animal the bene- 
fit of the doubt. Let it go. 

“Now is the best season of the year 
to get rid of inferior animals. They 
are in good condition now, and have 
been on the cheapest feed. When the 
hot weather, fly time, and short, dry 
pastures come, they will not be in 
good condition and cannot be sold to 
as good advantage. Certainly one can- 
not afford to feed these animals grain 
to put them in good condition, ‘To 
keep them till the season of grain feed- 
ing is sheer folly. One wil certainly 
lose money if be does that. Nor will 
it pay to give these animals grain to 
put them in better condition at this 
season. The pasture is now luxuriant 
and palatable; the animals ought to 
be in good marketable condition on pas- 
ture alone. ‘The cow or steer might 
be put in a little better condition if 
given some grain, Grasses are, of 
course, not in as prime condition as 
those given some grain. But even 
grain will not make a first-class beef 
animal out of the steer or cow you 
sell ag a cull, ‘There can be no rea- 
sonable hope of making such an ani- 
mal fit for export, or even of the class 
that commands the best price for 
home consumption. Hence, the best 
thing to do is to put it on the market 
as it comes from the grass, It is now 
in a good marketable condition at a 
less cost than it will be for another 
year. ‘This is true of other farm ani- 
mals. At this season of the year culls 
can be dis sd of to the best advant- 
age. And it will be to the material ad- 
vantage of other animals if the culls 
are disposed of before the pastures be- 
gin to dry up and shorten,”

It is absent from the 
sacred books of the Hebrews; the Gos- 
pels themselves testify that the Sad- 
ducees, who were the conservatives of 
the Jewish community at the begin- 
ning of our era, maintained that there 
was no resurrection, The Buddhist 
hopes, not for personal immortality, but 
for escape from personal existence, from 
the consciousness of personal identity. 
In Aristotle's “Ethics,” also, there is 
no trace of the doctrine, either in its 
specific form or in the form of faith in 
the ultimate triumph of virtue which 
it assumes in Plato. Of compensation 
or retribution hereafter, Aristotle 
‘seems to have no idea. But, as Mr. 
Goldwin Smith observes, the mere ¢x- 
istence of a desire in man to prolong 
his being, even if it were universal, 
could afford little assurance that the 
desire would be fulfilled. Of desires 
that will never be fulfilled man’s whole 
estate is.lamentably full.

Floods in) British Columbin do Great 
e-The Columbia River Breaks 


The Columbia River has broken all 
previous records in height of water. 
Last Wednesday the water began to go 
higher and the 1894 mark was topped 
by two inches. At Revelstoke large 
quantities of brush, with wire and 
rock had to be used to prevent the 
bank from going into the turbulent 
waters.

APPALLING DISASTER. 


Fifteen or Twenty Men Drowned at Cleve: 
land, Ohio, . 


A despatch from Cleveland, O., says: 
—A most appalling disaster occurred 
here on Thursday night at 8 o'clock.

capsized and all the men thrown into 
the channel and between fifteen and 
twenty drowned.

all United States silver. This seems tho 


only way to deal with the trouble, and 


it will be well for all to utterly refuse 
mutilated silver at least.

The Toronto correspondent of the 
Montreal Witness, writing about the 
results of the recent Prohibition Con- 
vention, and what action is likely to 
follow, says : 

A plebiscite will be taken, as a mat- 
ter of course, and some are eager for 
the campaign to begin. They are 
afraid, not unnaturally, that if time is 
allowed to elapse the politicians may 
forget their pledge, and may fail to af- 
ford an opportunity for a fair popular 
vote. Many of the more experienced 
campaigners, however, are strongly ep- 
posed to immediate submission of the 
prohibition plebiscite. They argue that 
time should be taken to put the regis- 
ter of voters in proper shape, and this 
cannot possibly be done so as to take 
the plebiscite before 1898. They wish 
also to have it taken with proper safe- 
guards against personation and elec- 
toral corruption of all sorts. Some go 
so far as to say that more than a mere 
yes-or-no plebiscite should be aimed at. 
They say that an aflirmative response 
by an overwhelming majority might re- 
sult in the passage of a very ineffective 
law if the framing of it were left to Par- 
liamont after the popular verdict. They 
are disposed to take the positien that 
the best plan would be to have a pro- 
hibition Dill passed through both 
Houses of Parliament, as if it were to 
become law, and provide for its becom- 
ing a statute only after popular approy- 
al as if under the system known as the 
referendum, Hereamong thoughtfulpro- 
hibitionists this seems to be, if not the 
favorite view, at least one that is ra- 
pidly coming into favor. In such a

The records of landslides contain no 
other recital of a horror equal to this. 
Other Great Landalides. 
In 1872 a landslide in Arragon, near 
Froga, Spain, killed twenty persons, 
and was the means of drowning forty 
others, through the land filling the river 
and backing the water into a flood. 
This was caused by the great rains, 

It was less than two years after this 
that the town of Alarra, in the province 
of Navarre, was utterly destroyed by 
the sliding down of a huge mass of rocks 
that overhung it. More than two hun- 
dred persons were killed in that catus- 
trophe. 

In 1877 a large landslide occurred on 
the banks of the River Veillet, in the 
parish of St. Genevieve, in Champlain 
county, Quebec. In this slide an enor- 
mous area of woodland plunged eighty 
feet down the mountain slide and buried 
several sawmills and a house. Ten per- 
sons were entombed alive. The news 
Was a week in reaching Montreal only 
100 miles away.

sation carried on in a subdued tone. 
* If the baby becomes accustomed to 
ntly monotonous noises around ie 
these will not interfere with its nap. 

In regard to diet, no rule can be laid 
down, but I would advise all mothers 
who have even a moderate amount of 
health and strength, to suckle their 
babies éill they are 15 or 18 months old. 
This will greatly increase the infant's 
chances of living and thriving during 
the period of teething. _ The mother 
Baania take redoubled pains to keep up 
her own strength while she is suckling 
the child. She should not overtax her- 
self by doing superflucus work or tasks 
that other members of the household 
could do just as well. She should eat 
an abundance of nourishing food, bear- 
ing in mind that two lives are to be 
sustained by her food. A child’s diet 
ought to be almost exclusively liquid 
tit it is supplied with teeth. Nature 
announces when a child is ready for 
solid food by giving it teeth. By the 
time a child has half a dozen teeth 

ou might begin to give alittle bread, 
but be Sarena to see the bread is per- 
fectly light and sweet. A little bread 
pac bed up in the gravy of a stewed 
chicken is very suitable for a healthy 
baby of a year old, and a little later 
some finely minced scraps of the chick- 
en will be good. 

It isa fancy with most young moth- 
ers to dress their babies entirely in 
white, but after the first few months 
this is not advisable, except for a wo- 
man who is able to keep an_ especial 
nurse and to pay a large washing bill. 
Let me recommend country matrons to 
make up an ample stock of percale 
dresses, adding a few amall checked, 
pretty blue and white, and green and 
white ginghams, to the stock, Make 
them Mother Hubbard, without tucks

igures on pink, blue or lilac, always 
look neat and pretty for little children, 
and are far more suitable than soiled 
and tumbled finery. Then this mater- 
jal is ea enough and easily enough 
laundered for the mother to afford an 
ample number of change to keep the 
baby always looking fresh and neat.

CHILDISH QUESTIONS. 

When a little child begins to talk 
it usually commences to ask innumer- 
able questions—the whys and where- 
fores of everything.

| THE OTTAWA RIVER CANAL 


CHEAP GRAIN ROUTE FROM THE 
| NORTHWEST TO EUROPE. 


A Short Cut Tr 


A glance at the map shows that the 
mouth of the Ottawa, where the river 
|} empties into the St. Lawrence, not far 
from Montreal, is nearly due east from 
Sault Ste. Marie, the famous grain route 
from the Lake Superior grain region. 
It is further seen that the Ottawa Riv- 
er, after taking its great bend east of 
Lake Nipissing empties into Georgian 
Bay, by the French River, at a point 
nearly due east of Sault Ste. Marie. 
The proposal, therefore, is, by a series 
of canals, in connection with the French 
and Ottawa rivers and Lake Nipissing, 
j to cut off the round-about route, which 
dips many degrees southward 
through Lake Huron, St. Clair River, 
Lake St. Clair, Detroit River, Lake Erie, 
and so on eastward, either threugh the 
| Erie Canal and the Hudson River to 
New York, or through the Welland Can- 
al and Lake Ontario to the St. Lawrence 
says the New York Sun. 

In view of the fact that New York 
is the great shipping point for grain, 
it is further proposed to extend the 
route to Lake Champlain by canal, Lake 
Champlain empties into the St. Law- 
rence by the Richelieu River, at Sorel, 
below Montreal; but without using that 
route, it is proposed to cut a canal 
across to Lake Champlain or to the 
Richelieu near the lake,and thus to gain 
communication by way of the Hudson 
with New York. 

The engineering practicability of 
the Ottawa route is beyond dispute, 
and the only question is that of cost 
in competing with existing systems; for, 
apart from the expense of canalling and 
dredging thrqugh this long distance, it 
must be remembered that the Erie Can- 
al is free, whereas the new route would 
propose to

RESTLESS BABIES. 


Everything pertaining to the baby’s 
comfort is of interest to mothers. The 
utmost regularity in regard to his 
meals, bath, and sleeping hours, is ne- 
cessary, and when he is healthy and 
taken care of properly, he is ready to 
go to sleep when the hour for his nap 
arrives. When children are restless 
and irritable there is a reason for it. 
Their clothing is often too tight for 
comfort, or perhaps the flannels are 
fulled up from improper washing, and 
are harsh and rough. ‘Too little at- 
tention’ is paid to this very important 
matter, and perhaps afew hints as to 
washing baby’s flannels properly, will 
be acceptable. ' 

In the first place use soft water, 
heated until it is as warm as you can 
bear your hand in comfortably. Then 
dissolve the soap in the water, insteud 
of applying it to the flannel. Never

Looking again at the route itself, it 
will be seen that the amount of new 
canal cutting to be done is remarkably 
smail, on account of the length of the 
sections now covered wholly or in part 
by waterways. It has been said that 
less than thirty miles of actual canal 
would be required; but whether that 
estimate by friends of the enterprise is 
or is not too favorable, no doubt there 
would need to be a great amount of 
dredging. One point to be noted is that 
the river system throughout, from Geor- 
ian Bay, which is a great arm of Lake 
Huron, across to Montreal,presents long 
stretches of deep calm rater Between 
these are interspersed shallow stretches, 
which require expensive dredging, and 
also, at various points, rapids. around 
which canals must be dug. But it of- 
ten happens that lakes are near the rap- 
ids, thus aiding the System of locks 
and dams for getting around the falls. 
‘The chief Jand stretch to be canalled 
seems to be the one between the eastern 
end of Lake Nipissing, near North Bay, 
and the point where the Ottawa River 
is struck, near Mattawa; but this is 
aided by the Mattawa River. On the 
eastern part of the proposed route there 
are already stretches of canal between 
Ottawa and Montreal, for passing 
around rapids. One of these is at Car- 
illon and another at Ste. Anne's the 
scene of ‘‘ Row, brothers, row !’’ made 
famous by the poet. These canals are 
to be reckoned into the less than thirty 
said to be required, and yet would on- 
ly need enlargement in order to finish 
A DEEP WATER CHANNEL. 
‘Thus the argount of absolutely new can- 
al work is reduced, according to one as- 
sertion, to “about 1ifteen miles,” ex- 
clusive of dredgings and deepenings. 
Again, Lake Nipissing, a broad ex- 
panse, provides, in connection with Trout 
Lake, lor the summit level and the sum- 
mit supply. At Georgian Bay, the 
mouth of the I’rench River wouid fur- 
nish the desired facilities for a termin- 
al harbor. Along the Ottawa a ser- 
ies of lakes can be found of various 
lengths, among the longest being, as 
the course proceeds eastward, Coulonge, 
Chats, Deschenes, Lake of the ‘Two 
Mountains, and St. Louis Lake. Some 
of these are twenty miles long or more. 
One portion of the Ottawa for a distanve 
of between twenty and thirty miles is 
known as Deep River, and is not only 
deep, but notably straight and wide. At 
many places it will be easy to obtain 
suitable slack-water lake navigation by 
dams. The Ottawa, as a whole, not on- 
ly has an ample water supply, but a 
steady flow, with an exceedingly moder- 
ate rise and fall. It is said that the 
I’rench River and the smaller one at 
Mattawa present the same general ad- 


vantages, 

While the grain traffic would be 
Jargely relied on to sustain the route, 
it is not forgotten that the Ottawa 


Valley is heavily wooded, and that the 
district which would be opened by the 
new route would be one rich in lumber, 
and this would be a source of traffic.

TWO TYPES OF CRUISERS, 


Protected and Armored Vessels Compared 
--Some Differences In Navies. 

It has often been observed that while 
England has an abundance of protected 
cruisers and in her new Powerful and 
Terrible carries the type to enormous 
displacements, she has paid little atten- 
tion to the armored cruiser. On the 
other hand, Russia, which is not at all 
distinguished for her protected cruiser 
class, has built powerful armored cruis- 
ers and has carried them to the verge 
of the fast battle-ship class, 

The essential distinction, as put by 
the Pall Mall Gazette, is that the ar- 
mored cruiser has a great extent of thin 
armor plating applied vertically to the 
sides, together with a protective deck 
at about the level of the water line, 
while the protective cruiser “has not 
the vertical plating, but has a thicker 
deck.” Asa result, although some shel- 
ter is given to her heavier guns by be- 
ing placed in armored enclosures, she is 
open to 


‘ SHOT AND SHELL 


above the water line, her steel sides be- 
ing exposed to be “wrecked by high ex- 
plosives.” Originally, according to the 
authority just spoken of, the defence 
was deliberately thus sacrificed to speed 
and coal supply, it being supposed that 
“the thin sides would admit the pass- 
age of a shell without exploding, the 
projectile entering on one side and pass- 
ing out of the other.” The earliest 
ships of this class in the British navy 
are said to have been the Comus and 
her mates, displacing about 2,400 tons 
and manned by 265 men. ; 

But in the days of the Comus, the 6- 
inch gun could fire perhaps one shell 
a minute, charged with ordinary gun- 
powder, whereas now it can fire seven 
at the maximum, and it is loaded with 
lyddite or melinite. Another point sug- 
gested is that while the de of the 
old cruiser were fairly clear, they are 
now so encumbered with machinery 
and gear that only shells with unusual 
capacity for dodging will be able to pass 
through the ship. Besides, fuses have 

m sO constructed that if necessary 
they will burst the shell on contact 
with thin steel. 

.The conclusion seems to be that more 
or less armor on the sides is desirable; 
but the new vessels of the protected 
Class in England are constructed with- 
out it. There are now building or soon 
to be begun thirty-four protected cruis- 
ers. These include the Powerful and 
her mate of 14,200 tons and 22. knots 
speed, and carrying two 9,2-inch and 
twelve quick-fire 6-inch guns, and a 
crew of 340 each; then eight Androme- 
das of 11,000 tons, 20 knots, sixteen 6- 
inch guns, and 600 men; seven of the 
Arrogant class of 5,750 tons, and nine 
of the Eclipse class of 5,650, all of 191 1-2 
knots, with moderate armaments, 6- 
inch guns at largest, and crews of 450; 
eight of the Pelorous class, of 2,135 tons 
20 knots, and 200 men. 

_ Here it will be seen that only two 
in the whole list have guns exceeding 
the 6-inch, The Arrogant class, too, 
is said to be 

INFERIOR IN GUN POWER 

by nearly 30 per cent. to the French 
Jatinat, which with 1,900 tons less dis- 
nent has more coal, a smaller 
crew, a thicker deck, and only half a 
knot less speed. The Buenos Aires, 
built at Elswick, has double the Arro- 
gant’s gun power, a smaller crew 
thicker deck, Over three knots greater 
speed, and yet 1,000 tons less displace- 
ment. The British ships are believed 
to have stronger huils, but it is ques- 
tioned whether other qualities have not 
been somewhat sacrificed. 

In Germany are building or projected 
three protected cruisers to one armored 
cruiser in I’rance, twelve to two; in 
Russia, one to four; in the United 
States, nove Lo one; in Italy, one to 
five. Thecasesof RussiaandItaly ure 
noteworth Still, of the Russian 
armored cruisers, one, which is an im- 
proved Rurik, is considered by the Brit- 
ish authority quoted to be not better 
than the Powerful. Two others, the 
Peresiret and Oslabia, are really almost 
battle ships, while the fourth will pro- 
bably be of the Dupuy de Lome class, 
This last vessel is praised in high terms 
for her union of good qualities, her dis- 
tinctive features being her broad belt 
to exclude high explosive and quick- 
firing shells. The authority just spok- 
en considers that the Dupuy de Lome 
would be superior to any British cruis- 
er except the Powerful, and that the 
latter would have quite enough to do 
in standing up to her. It is rather odd 
that Great Britain has built no armored 
cruiser since the Australia class com- 
pleted half a dozen years ago.
